vith such a large field of candidates, 
lanything may happen, and on this 
basis many who might otherwise be 
regarded as leading a forlorn hope 
eem to scent victory. 

All the ministers have been busy 
nd are still “up and doing.” The 
remier, Sir William Hearst, left To- 
ronto today for the Soo, where he had 
las an opponent a labor candidate, J. 
RB, Cunningham. While the premier’s 
re-election is generally conceded, ho 
is going to address a couple of mect- 
ings of his constituents this week-end. 

Hearst Speaks. 

Before leaving today, Sir William 
Hearst issued a last word to the elec- 
tors calling on them to go to the polls 
on Monday and exercise their fran- 
chise. He emphasized that in order 
to carry on business effectively, the 
government must have a substantial 
majority. 

A good deal of confusion seenis to 
have arisen over the despatch sent out 
from Guelph a few nights ago, quoting 
Sir William as stating that the regis- 
tration lists would be re-opened, if 
possible, to permit the registration ot 
Jate returned soldiers in order to give 
them a vote. A denial that the reg- 
istratio. Usts could be re-opened was 
made by the attorney-general’s de- 
partment, in a letter to the secretary 
of the Grand Army of Canada, of yes- 
}terday’s date, This letter was signed 
by E. Bayley, secretary attorney-gen- 
eral’s department, and stated that it 
was written on instructions from the 
premier. 

That names have been placed on the 
voters’ list in Toronto of people who 
do not reside at the place given, nor 
ever did reside there, and who are un- 
known, and that “there is no doubt 
that a wholesale attempt {s going to 
be made to steal the election in To- 
ronto for the conservative candidates” 
is a ‘charge’ made today by Freda Av. 
Rose, a member of the local liberal 
association, who stated that detectives 
have been put on the case, also that 

wholesale arrests are expected to be 
made on election day.”

SECOND EFFORT 
TO AVERT STRIKE;

Conference Fails and Secretary 
of-Labor Calls for Full Scale 
Committee 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17—Failing af- 
ter an all-day conference to avert a 
strike of nearly half a million bitu- 
minous coal miners, called on the very 
eve of winter, Secretary of Labor WII- 
son tonight invited miners and opera- 
tors to send their full scale committees 
to Washington next Tuesday, when an- 
other effort will be made to bring 
about peace in the industry. 

Both sides accepted the invitation. 
This did not offer any great hope, 
however, for representatives of the 
operators stood firm in their deter- 
mination not to negotiate any demand 
for a six-hour day, and not to deal 
with the unions unless the strike set 
for November 1 was called off.

GERMANY IS 
INDIGNANT 
OVER COST 


Budget Commission Says Oost of | 
Entente Armies of Occupa- 
tion Excessive 


BPRUIN, Oct. 17.—Indignation was 
expressed today by members of the 
budget commission of the national as- 
sembly when the national treasurer 
announced the cost of maintaining 
entente armies of occupation and 
various control commissions would be 
from 2,500,000,000 to 3,000,000,000 
marks annually, The minister added 
that the drain on ¢he national finances 
would “eventually react on the en- 
tente’ and expressed the hope that 
the size of the armies would be grad- 
ually reduced. 

Socialist ad democratic deputies 
declared the entente demands ex- 
ceeded all limits of moderation and 
charged that troops were indulging 
{n “extravapances at Germany's ex- 
pense.’ Four leading Berlin hotels 
have been requisitioned for the ac- 
commodation of inter-allied missions 
which are expected to arrive next 
week. A government official told the 
budget commission today that efforts 
to induce the entente to reduce the 
size of these missions had been futile. 
A wireless despatich received here 
says it is expected the mission will 
total four hundred officiers and elght 
hundred, men and wiil bring 200 auto- 
mobiles into the city. 


AMENDMENTS 
THROWN OUT 
BY U.S. SENATE}

Only Two Out of Forty- six 
Amendments to Peace Treaty 
Remain 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 17.—<After a 
short debate and without the formal- 
{ty of a record vote, the senate today 
threw out two more of the amend- 
ments wnitten into the peace treaty 
Ie the foreign relations committee.

The two amendments had been tn- 
troduced by Senator Fall, republican, 
New Mexico, and had as their com- 
mon purpose, curtailment of the pow- 
er of the United States representa: 
tive on the reparation committee, set 
by the treaty, to fix and collect Ger- 
many’s reparation bild. 

The vote came sooner than had 
been expected, the leaders agreeing 
to it as a part of a plan, to complete 
the consideration of amendments as 
soon as possible so that the senate 
might get down to the real work of 
drafting a ratification resolution. 

Only two of the forty-six amend- 
ments now remain to be considered 
and {t js hoped to bring them to @ 
vote early next week. They both re- 
fate to the equalization of voting 
|strength in the league of nations. 


FRANCE GREATEST 
CREDITOR SAYS 
FINANCE MINISTER 


PARIS, Oct. 17.—During a discus- 
sion in the chamber of deputies today 
on the finance bill, 
former minister of finance, 
lengthy speech on the financial policy 
of the government. He laid specia’ 
emphasis on the difficulties the new 
parliament would have to face. He 
eapressed confidence, however, in the 
future of France and expressed cer- 
tainty that the country would emerge 
from the present crisis. 

Louis Klotz, minister of finance, in 
reply to Deputy Lefevre, said France 
was the greatest creditor in the world 
and that this insured her respect and 
consideration. 

The finance miéaister then gave an 
outline of the future budgets of 
France. He said the budget for 1921 
would amount to about 20,500,000,000

{nto debt at an alarming rate. Ac- 
cording to his figures during Sep- 
| tember, the increase in the national 
debt was someihing like $1,500 a 
iminute, which meant that the value 
of a small Nova Scotia farm was 
swallowed up every sixty seconds, 
The people were urged to produce 
and eave, but the government ap- 
parently saw no need to follow its 
own advice in this regard. 
Destructive Cirticism 

H. H Stevens, Vancouver sald Mr. 
Sinclair had offered a lot of destruc- 
tive criticism, but no suggestions of 
ja hopeful nature. He had referred 
'to Sir Thomas White as the best in- 
formed man on Canada’s financial 
condition, and the former minister 
was in favor of Canada taking over 
{this road. The Drayton-Ackworth 
report had also urged the acquisition 
of both the Canadian Pacific, and 
Grand Trunk ra‘lways. 

The principle of the present bill 
was whether or not this road should 
be taken over. Opposition members 
apparently wanted to judge public 
lownership only by results on the L.- 
C.R. Mr, Stevens remarked that the 
1.C.R. was not a system in itself. The 
1.C.R. could not be said to be a fair 
test of government ownership. 

He thought that the system de- 
vised by the government had put 
{nto operation in connection with 
the Canadian National railways was 
an {deal system of government owner- 
ship. He emphasized that there were 
three transcontinental roads where 
there was room for only one, The 
National transcontinental was with- 
out adequate connections in the east. 
The Grand Trunk was without an out- 
‘let to the west. What more reason 
lable scheme then than that the two 
systems should be linked into one? 

Mr. Stevens declared Mr. Fielding as 
being in veiled opposition to public 
ownership. The legislation now be- 
fore the house had been foreshadow- 
ed sometime ago. Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
fer, when prime minister, had spoken 
favorably of the acquisition of both 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific and G, T. rail- 
ways, and this measure had been out- 
lined at various times. 


Arbitration 
The opposition had opposed ar- 
bitration, In this, sald Mr. Stevens, 


they weére inconsistent. It had also 
been suggested that the government 
might buy the stock on the open 
jmarket. This was an impracticable 
|plan.. Mr. Stevens asked what would 
be the result in regard to speculation 
in stock of which there had already 
been complaints from Mr. Fielding. 

The liberals had also asked for a 
complete list of the shareholders with 
their addresses. This was not feas! 
‘ble, as there were over one hundred 
thousand of them. It had been as- 
serted that the shares of the Grand 
Trunk were valueless because ‘thie 
interest on them was not paid. If 
anyone was responsible for the com- 
plicated system of railway financing, 
it was the liberal government. which 
had introduced the system of guar- 
anteeing bonds. The liberals should 
now attempt to aid in solving the 
railway problem, instead of hampering 
the government at evry turn, 

Mr. O. Turgeon adjourned the de- 
bate. 

Hon C. J, Doherty tabled the re- 
port of the commission between 
Great Britain and the United States 
for protection to the salmon fisheries 
of the (Fraser river. Sir Douglas 
Hazen had been Canada’s represent- 
ative on the international commis- 
sion, The house adjourned at -slx 
o'clock until Monday.

PREVENTION OF 
TUBERCULOSIS 
IS DISCUSSED 


LONDON, Oct. t. 17- 17.—-At today’s ses- 
sion of the congress on tuberculosis 
prevention, the discussion revolved 
around employment of voluntary aid 
for tuberculosis sufferers which 
proved so useful during the war. Sir 
Arthur Stanley, president of the con- 
gress, said in this connection: 

“The sympathetic amateur is Iikely 
in many cases to do more good than 
the best state official. In a disease 
like this, the human touch is more 
needed.” 

Dr. Wheeler Hart opposed the use 
of amateurs because of the infectious 
nature of tuberculosis. He added tnat 
“too much dependence should not be 
placed on antitoxins,”

WAS BOMBARDED |“"*"*° 


Stockholm, Oct. 17.—(A.P.)—The 
fortress of Kronstradt has capitulated 
after a bombardment by a British 
fleet, which, afier the fort had sur- 
rendered, entered the harbor, accord- 
ing to advices received here. Offi- 
cial confirmation has been received 
of the capiure of Krasnoye-Selo, 16 
miles south-west of Petrograd, by the 
forces of General Yudenitch. Hoavy 
firing was heard off Kronstradt all 
day Wednesday. 

Kronstadt is a fortress and seaport 
at the rear of the Gulf of Finland, 20 
|miles west of Petrograd. The for'- 


ress was begun by Peter I., but has 
in recent years been entirely rebuilt.

Mr. Morton sketched briefly the use 
of music as am aid to industry in other 
ages, proving that the tollers had long 
recognized its power to relieve mental 
}and physical strain and to lighten la- 
bor. He referred particularly to the 
chanty song of the old American mer- 
chant marine and@ other songs that 
had spurred on the artisans of past 
centuries and the plantation workers 
lof a few years ago, to greater effort. 

In reference to the music and its ef- 
fects upon the workers of the present 
day, Mr. Morton said: 

“The old beautiful, yet practical, 
use of music which I have descrébed 
has fallen into desuetude, A fragment 
of {t may remain. Music still inspires 
{the individual workman in his toll, 
but the age of the individual has pass- 
ed. The era of combination, of gigan- 
tie organization for Olympic under- 
takings, has gripped us and music, 
jmost potent of forces, is silent 
In the face of the most stu- 
pendous opportunities its inspiration 
has vanished, Today, with the multt!- 
plicity of industries and the tremen- 
dous increase in the number of work- 
lers, practically no ald ds given by the 
composer, 

“For ecientific agriculture, the old 
plantation melodies are not adaptable; 
for the vast woolen and cotton mills of 
today the spinning song Is out of date; 
the herdsman’'s pastoral Is too feeble 
to combat the cacophonous chorus of 
a stockyard; stokers in a liner’s engine 
room or deck hands on an oil tanker 


cess mills fall to chime in with the 
rollicking ditties of the jolly miller; 
and the village blacksmith can sing 
no role in the great ensemble of an 
automobile factory.” 

(Mr. Morton emiphasized the fact 
that it was not music that had fost Its 
power, but the musician—both com- 
poser and performer—who had de- 
serted industry, The popular music 
lof the day idealiges and exalts, not 
industry and achlevement, but Iidle- 
ness, sensualtty and prodigality. 
Most of it is too Insipid to stimulate 
any one to the work that makes the 
world. The musician has gotten away 
from life. He has lost contact with 
the experionces of the common man. 

“Music !s not impotent to typify 
anything beyond the most primitive 
activities of man. Industry is not 
unpoetical, unartiatic, unmusical he- 
cause its magnitude for the moment 
staggers the imagination of the musig 
|purveyors so that they turn from it jto 
paltry trifles. 

“For a time science too lost its 
contact with life; perched itself on an 


inaccessible peak and considered it 
derogatory to its God-like achieve- 
ment to be of practical every day 
assistance, But science for science’s 


sake has had its day. Live science has 
become a reality, a big reality, Live 
music, that will do its part in aurning 
the wheels of the world's workshops, 
is a possibility of the Cuture.”

MUSIC HE SCHOOLS 
For many years public and high 
school music has meant vocal music 
exclusively, but that day is now pass- 
ing in the schools whieh have kept 
abreast of the national movements 
“The g itest handicap in introducing 


the study of instruthental music in 
the schools has been to get competent 
people to take charge of the work," 
points out William W. Norton of the 
University of North Dakota “Few 
upervisors were prepared to handle 
the work efficiently, and those that 
were prepared mad no time or 


strength to spare from the ridiculous- 
ly heavy burdens already mposed 
upon them The next serious handi- 
cap has beer the unwillingness on 
the parts of boards of education to 
employ eXtra teachers for music, In

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# IMPASSIONED 
APPEAL FOR 
8-HOUR DAY 


Speech of J. W. Bruce Delivered 
at the National Industrial 
Conference 


We have much pleasure in re-pro- 
ducing here the address of J, W. Bruce 
on the subject of a shorter work diay, 
delivered before the Wational Con- 
ference on Industrial Relations: 

A great deal has been said here 
about the amity existing between the 
two sides of the house, and those 
things om which we have agreed at 
thig time will have a moral value; 
but they wilh be absolutely useless 
in allaying the industrial unrest of 
they have not some really practical 
result, Therefore, I was hoping that 
this conference wiould have endorsed 
the report of the royal commission 
in its entirety, ang thave gone on re- 
cord in favor of an 8-hour day. 

At the opening of the Sesvion the 
Prime (Minister, in dealing with the 
problem, said that the physical de- ; 
velopment and the (welfare of the 
workers should not be sacrificed for | 
the development of industry—a re- | 
mark which you gentlemen generous- | 
ly applauded. The Hon. Mackenzie 
King also made this statement: “In- 
dustry exists for the sake of humanity, 
and not humanity for the sake of in- 
dustry;” and you applauded that | 
statement. I am going to make a 
statement, and I do not know ‘whether 
you will applaud it or not. If we are 
to have a higher type of civilization, 
human beings must not ibe sacrificed 
for the development of an unjust 
economic order, 

If these statements are concurred in, 
then, while men are out of svork, and | 
ace unable to secure work, the hours | 
of labor are too long, and we must | 
at least attempt to adjust that con- 
dition, Sir John (WilNson, ‘who is | 
Present in this audiemce, made an | 
exhaustive survey, I (believe and in 

® Pamphlet issued by him, he says: | 
It fs only ‘by methods of concilia- | 
tiom sympathetic appeals, and la- | 
borious efforte towards a better un- | 
derstanding that the class war can 
be @bated, 
Sir John Willison knows what the 
fs talking about; he has studied the 
| economic system; he knows the funda- 
mental causes of unrest, as men like 
myself dio. I have traveled thiy world; 
I thave worked hard, like some of you 
gentlemen; I have not gained fame 
or fortune, but have been struggling 
tn the interest of the under-dog, at- 
tempting to educate him, to improve 
his condition, and I am going to go 
on, You ask yourself why this re- 
volutionary thought? Revolutionary 
thought is born of the injustice of the 
present economic situation. You have 
dealt with housing; you have dealt 
with conditions in industry; but I a 
going to tell you, as one who trave 
across this continent from time to 
time, that we have an intolerable con- 
dition among the workers and they 
intend ito see to a new order of s- 
| clety; they intend to see that the 
worker has a new status in industry, 
and an opportunity for a higher and 
better life. 

. So far as the question is concerned, 
Wwe must appeal to reason, We must, 
at least attempt to establish fixed 
standards under which men, women 
and children might be employed, We 
find in this industry that iby the de- 
velopment of machine iproduction the 
worker today is producing more and 
more, but is unable to ‘buy those 
things which he produces. Men on 
your side of the house have challeng- 
ed the statement that men can pro- 
duce as much in eight hours as they 
did in ten, I am not going to stand 
here and argue from that standpoint, 
but I am going to tell you that, with 
the advance jf soience, with the de- 
velopment of the machine, and with 
the research that {s being conducted, 
and the application of these to indus- 
try, men are producing more, That 
statement is irrefutable. You have 
only to look at this little booklet 
which !# authentic, which is a survey 
of existing conditions dn industry, to 
find that ‘working ten hours a day in 
the Ford automobile plant in Feb 
ruary, 1913, 16000 male employees 
produced 16,000 Ford wars, In the 
vame month in the year 1914, you will 
find that working an eight hour day,

say is true, 


sion into a 


15,800 male employees produced 26,- 
000 cars. These are figures that are 


irrefutable, But did the workers in 
that industry get any advantage from 
that (particular condition? Have you 
men who have made advances be- 
cause of the sclentific production, in 
your industry handed on the worker 
his share in that development? You 
have not. You know you have not, 
because today the struggle is keener, 
and we have a@ richer class and a 


|poorer class in a greater ratio than 


ever before. 

Industry and its economic relation 
to the population is a thing that you 
men are vitally concerned in. So are 
we ‘because every strike that takes 
Plage is of such serious importance 
that it is a real economic loss to any 
community. No one is going to claim 
that we ‘win by etrikes, because we 
lose every time; but to prove the real 
losses to the community, you have 
only got to look at the startling ¢!- 
gures contained in the official records 
of the Dominion government. The pub- 
lic generally are against strikes. Many 
of you have been concerned about the 
community, because the worker him- 
self is practically 95 per cent. of the 
community, For that reason I am in- 
terested in him. From the year 1901 
to the year 1911 the total loss in work- 
ing days, due alone to strikes, for the 
reduction of hours was 938,249. The 
total losy in strikes since the first of 
this year until June 30, when hours 
of labor ‘was one of the greatest fac- 
tors in the demands that have been 
made by men, amounted to the enor- 
moug figures of 2,118-379 working 
days. Can you realize what a serious 
loss that is to the community? Then, 
look at ‘the total loss due to strikes, 
and see the magnitude of the problem 
that confronts us, The total loss from 
the year 1901 to June, 1919 was 14,- 
937,229 working days, 

By force of economic power ‘we 
have been able to establish the work- 
ing day. 
to know why wwe should establish by 


jlaw an 8-hour day when we have es- 


tablished Jt by force of economic 
power? We are not going to tbe satis- 
fied with the 8-hour day; we are go- 
ing to reduce the hours of labor to 
a point where every man, woman and 
child will be guaranteed the right and 
the security of an existence. That is 
What we are going to fight for, and, 
while you may not agree with me, I 
am going to say that it is the great- 
est and highest ideal that men should 
labor to bring about the shorter hours 
which we claim as our portion. You in 
luxury—and it is luxury; don’t say it is 
not, because I know the kind of homes 
that some of you gentlemen come 
from; and when I compare them with 
the homes of the men down Sydney 
or in the mining districts of Fernie, 
or in some of the slum districts of 
the cities, I say it is deplorable, When 
I see the workmen enjoying ‘things— 
they are not homes; they are hovels; 
and while they may have ‘ree light 
and running water, it is because the 
light come in in the daytime and the 
water when it is raining—I say it is 
a deplorable condition. “If anyone 
chooses to carry on a systematic sur- 
vey of the housing conditions of this 
country, they will find that what I 
In the city of Van-ouver 
I had the opportunity of taking some 
of the members of the royal commis- 
place where we found 
twenty-two Chinese including a wom- 
@n and three children, all crowded into 
a mezzanine floor which they had 
themselves bullt in a room phere we 
had to stoop to get in. If you tell 
me that those are desirable conditions 
I am not going to agree with you, and 
I will fight to the end that those con- 
ditions may be remedied and adjusted.

I am going to say, and 
I thelieve that the members of the 
building industry on the other side of 
the house will prove what I say, that 
by dealing with the organized workers 
in this Dominion they have had more 
satisfactory comlitions than they ever 
had when dealing ‘with unorganized 
labor, 

There is more. You heard what 
Col. Carnegie said {n speaking of con- 
ditions in England. There was found 
that the building trade was the firat 
to establivh a national] industrial coun- 
cil im the whole of the British Em- 
pire. I say to you; have no fear of 
the shorter work-duy; have no fear of 
the right of organization the right

The story of the career of Gervais, 
Carmel and St. Germain at Steep 
Creek is an amazing tale of outlawry, 
One of, the most startling eyer re- 
corded in Western Canada, Gervats 
‘had been practicing hypnojism in 
Montreal, and met Carmel and St 
Germain at a dance at St. Hyacinthe, 
where he was playing a violin at a 
dance. Ho induced these two young 
men to come to Montreal, and a close 
association was established between 
the trio. Carmel consulted Gervais 
about his health, as he was supposed 
to be tubercular, and Gervais placed 
him under a hypnotic spell according 
to the evidence of Carmel, and the 
pains which he had suffered in his 
chest immediately disappeared. Car- 
mel further swore that Gervais then 
began to use him for the, most dis- 
gusting immoral practices, which con- 
tinued until the murder at Steep 
Creek. In August, 1917, all three
